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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the two wheels must be shown or the 
feature canceled from the claim. No new matter should be entered. A proposed drawing 
correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. Claims 45-48 and 53-57 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

How does the structure of the two wheels and two spaced-apart tracks of claim 47 
cooperate to pivot the closure to an open position and maintain its center? That is, since no hinge 
or pivot structure is set forth in the claims, how does the manhole closure remain centrally fixed so 
as to reseal the manhole once the closure has been pivoted open? 

How does the closure rise above the flange? What structure allows the wheels to engage 
the tracks and raise the closure? It is suggested applicant provide clarifying structure as set forth 
in the specification at page 16, lines 1-5. 

Claim 53 recites the limitation "the tract" in line 8. There is insufficient antecedent basis for 
this limitation in the claim.

3. Claims 45-48 and 53-57 appear to be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
